A special to the New York World 


from Washington says: Tho frigate 
Constitution, wnoie eventful history be- 
gan almost with that of the Kepublic¥ 
is to be repaired and put in shape again 
for a renewal of her life. Three hun- 
dred thousand dollars is to be expend- 
ed by the navy department as soon as 
congress appropriates the money, and 
the old ship will be an exact counter- 
part of her original self when the task 
is completed. She will be as strong 
aud as good a sailer as when sue first 
left the stocks in Boston in 1797. 


The estimates for 1899 of Commodore 


Hichborn, chief of the construction bu- 
reau of the navy department, contain 
the item "8150,000 for repairs ol the 
frigate Constitution." The item -will be 
submitted to congress with tho esti- 
mates of the department this winter 
It is in accordance with a plan of Sec- 
retary Long and Commodore Hichborn, 
who are now very desirous of putting 
the old ship again in condition. 


Commodore Hichborn said to the 


World correspondent today regarding 
the matter: 


"We can- make tho Constitution as 


fioe a ship as she ever was. The first 
$150.000 will only begin the work. An- 
other appropriation of a like amount 
will be required. 
When she is in shape 


again she will be used as a training ship 
for apprentices, for which she is admir 
ably adapted, even better in some ways 
,han any modern ship would be. 


"It is only sentiment of couree, but 


t ia a very pretty sentiment, and one 
xvell •\yorth acting on. Great Britain 
keeps iu perfect repair the old Victory, 
the flugfihip of Admiral Nelson at Tra 
falgar, and the vessel is one of Eng- 
land's most prized rel cs. 


"The Constitution has been rebuilt 


once, and very little of the original 
wood and iron is in her old hull now, 
but her form is the same. She will be 
an exact fao simile of the original, after 
this second rebuilding, though still less 
of the original can bo preserved." 


The Constitution had lain at Ports- 


month, N. H , for many years. 
Bhe 


was sent to Boston last year for her cen- 
tennial celebiation on Oct. 21st, and 
has not been taken back since. She 
will be repaired at Portsmouth. This 
old ship is the same Constitution that 
would have been torn to pieces many
